tral railroad wh ich stru ck a cow ly ing 
on th e track inside th e limits of Sea­ 
ton, III., Su nday morning. 
Th e train, a th rou gh freigh t from 
Oskaloosa 
to Peoria, was 
ru nning 
twenty miles an h ou r wh en th e acci­ 
dent occu rred. 
After dragging th e animal 250 feet, 
th e h ead engine left th e rails 
and 
plu nged down an embankment, pu ll­ 
ing after it th e second engine and 
elev en cars filled with grain and lu m­ 
ber. Th e wreckage was piled into th e 
space of th ree car length s. 
Th ree of th e men were killed in­ 
stantly . Th e two engineers, both ter­ 
ribly inju red, pu lled th emselv es from 
th e debris. 
Su mmers, cooked by th e 
steam u ntil th e flesh fell from h is 
body wh en th e cloth ing was remov ed, 
died after a few h ou rs of su ffering. 
Caffall, with h is sku ll wou nded, legs 
broken and disembowelled, pu lled h im­ 
self from a grain pile, aliv e, bu t soon 
became u nconsciou s and died in a 
sh ort time. 
A relief train with ph y sicians was 
sent from h ere immediately , and rela­ 
tiv es of th e v ictims were taken in a 
special train from Oskaloosa to th e 
scene of th e wreck. All th e men were 
dead, h owev er, before th e arriv al of 
th e special.

How 
he saved enough to take him to W ash­ 
ington and

to attend 
funerals no one knows. 
It made no difference what Vogal 
was doing he would stop in the mid­ 
dle of his work to attend a funeral. 
W henever he learned that a police­ 
man, a fireman or a Grand Army vete­ 
ran had died he would hurry away to 
the funeral. 
Invariably he wore the 
sam e soiled white gloves and march­ 
ed at the head of the procession if he 
was not stopped. 
He was rolling the ash barrels from 
the Church of the Annunciation. 
He 
had taken two loads to an alley ad­ 
joining, when he failed to return for 
the rest. 
.Joseph Bretano, who is at­ 
tached to the church, found George 
dead in the alley. 
Dr. Rarick said 
the old man had died from heart fail­ 
ure. 
The news of his death spread rapid­ 
ly through the district and crowd« of 
children 
hurried 
to the church to 
verify the news. 
Vogal was a great 
favorite with the little ones and many 
tears were shed when they learned 
of his death. 
One of the children suggested they 
raise a fund to burry the old man. 
The children collected enough in two 
days to pay funeral expenses.

A lake 20 
miles 
long and from 
three to five miles wide has suddenly 
sprung into existence in the sand hills 
of Central Nebraska, says a Biu ciett. 
Neb., dispatch. 
Where six months 
ago there were wastes of mud is now' 
a body of water 10 to 50 feet deep and 
constantly rising. 
The overflow has 
found an outlet and started down fhc 
valley toward 
the 
Missouri 
river 
forming a stream the length of w'hlch 
no one can imagine. 
It has been knowm for years that 
almost the whole of the central, if not 
the entire western, part of the state 
had an underflow of water, draining 
down from the Rocky mountains. Cat­ 
tle kings have used it by sinking what 
are known as “flowing” wells. 
These 
are distinguished from artesian w'ells, 
which must be sunk to great depth. 
The “ flowing” water is found at a 
depth of 60 to 80 feet. 
This is supposed to be the origin of 
the newiy created lake. The phenom­ 
enon was first noticed In June by a 
man who was surprised one day in 
passing a depression in his land to 
find it filled with several feet of water. 
Still, he did not give it much thought. 
But day by day the volume of water 
grew'. 
The sand 
hills 
are on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains, 
at an elevation of about 2,000 feet 
above the sea level. 
The hills are 
ridges and mounds of sand 25 to 100 
feet about the surrounding country. 
The mysterious water began filling 
up one of the depressions between 
range hills. The extent at first was a 
few acres, but after 
two weeks it 
found an outlet into the next hollow.

pects to return to the stage within a 
few days. 
Dr. Armstrong says that she is the 
most intelligent creature he has ever 
known in all his service as a veter­ 
inary surgeon. She was born in Wor­ 
cester, Mass., and bought from Q. E. 
Kirby, of that city.

was acquired here in New York. One 
of her accomplishments is to add num­ 
bers on a pack of cards. 
She would

It will contain 137 moms fl.ted up 
with all modern conveniences, thir­ 
teen 
«^roFfTooms, a barber shop, 
a 
large hotel lobby, 
spacious 
dining 
rooms, kitchen and pantry st or»» room s. 
Tenants have not yet been secured 
for the storerooms, but there will be 
an active demand for them just 
so 
soon as the village of Wilsonia 
be­ 
comes populated. 
The village of Wilsonia now con­ 
tains a well stocked lumber yard, and 
a building which was erected for 
a 
grocery store is at present being used 
as a workshop by carpenters 
and 
stairbuilders. 
The new homes in the 
village rent from $12 to $15 each. The 
buildings are as follows: 
Eight cot­ 
tages, four and five rooms, fully com­ 
pleted : three cottages, which will be 
ready for occupation 
Inside of two 
weeks. 
Only two of the completed 
cottages are occupied at the present 
time, and five others have been rented 
and will be occupied next week. 
The new buildings which are being 
erected in Wilsonia are more preten­ 
tious than the cottages. 
They are as 
follows: 
A thirty-two room boarding 
house; one apartment building, 160x32 
feet, containing ten flats, 
or forty 
rooms; one apartment building con­ 
taining six flats, or twenty-four rooms. 
New residence buildings have been 
completed and are being completed 
along Babcock avenue, Sixth and Sev­ 
enth streets, Broadway and on the 
parallel streets south of 
Broadway.
